Your Majetty’s Commiffioners for reftoring peace to thefe 
Colonies, Nave communicated tous the anexpedcted information, 
that Mr Grenville, iavetted with fall powers to treat with all 
the parties at war, has been directed, in the execution of his 
commiffion at Paris, to propofe in the firft inftance the Inde- 
pendency of the Thirteen Provinees,—an information which

In 
the mean time I.ord Howe ftood over to the Barbary fhore, 
with his whole fleet took fhelter, lying in fafety under a 
head-land called Megnt Ape On the T1th his Lordihip f:e- 
ing the gale abatef,. ordered all his convoy into Gibraltar, 
where they arrived in fafery, and completely relieved the gar- 
rifon, while he {tood after the combined fleets into the Medi-

From other correfpondents we have the following accounts : 

At two o’clock yelterday an exprefs arrived at Lord Gran.

The following is au authentic account of the lofs of the Mi- 
nerva, Captain Holmes, one of the Welt India thips bound for 
Clyde, as given by Mr John Scott, the fecond Mate, he being 
tre only. perfon on board who was faved :—<* On the 16th of 
September laft, (lat. 41. long. 48.. or 49.) it began to blow 
hard .in the morning, and encreafed gradually till the evening, 
when it. blew a perfect ftorm ; then the Minerva was brought 
under a forefail aod mizzen f{tay-fail, ai. continued under this 
fail till cowards midnight, when the mizen ftay-fail {plit in two, 
and fhe thereafter proceeded under a fore-fail; the fea at the 
time making a fair paflage over the fhip,. At one A. M. the 
wind check'd about fuddenly, and cartied away the fore-fail, 
at which time all hands were called np: About a quarter of an 
-hour afterwards, the thip lying very low, the quarter boards 
went down with a crafh, as if the thip was going afuader. In 
a fhort {pace thereafter, the mizzen matt was cut away, to try 
if the thip would keep before the fea, which the did not, though 
the helm was hard kept up to the ftarboard, In five or fix mi- 
nutes, thereafter, Mr Scott (who was then at the helm) was 
told the fhip was going down ; and that the pumps were fo 


_ choaked, that no water could be got out, though all hands were 


at them. . Im about four or five minutes after, the Mafter went 
over the rail to make himfelf fa(t to the wreck as long as he 
could, faying, they were all gone. Soon after, a fea broke on 
board the fhip, and wathed Mr Scott from the helm, who, 
when in a-hollow of the fea, obferving a little of the thip’s 
quarter, he fwam on board, and got hold of the tiller-rope. 
The deck being then full of water, he, ‘with the afliltance of 
therrope, got to the weather fide of the fhip, in the lee of the 
mizen chains, at which time he faw not a foul on board. In 
this fituation the fea broke over him feveral times. He felt 
the thip going down, and was carried under water by the fuc- 
tion it oceationed. After lofing the thip he began to fwim, 
and, in the action of fwimming, tiruck the crofs jack-yard with 
one of his hands, and laid fait hold of it; then looking round 
him, he faw nothing of the fhip, but about a fathom of her 
ftarboard main-yard arm. He hung by the crofs jack-yard a- 
bout two hours, until day-light the 17th, when finding the miz- 
‘zen-maft hanging by the yard, he luihed the yard to it with the 
running-rigging of the mizzcn top-fuil, and hung by it: In this 
dreadful fituation he remained five hours longer, when he was 
providentially taken up by the Betfey of Whitehaven, Captain 
Storry. All the time he was upon the wreck he faw notising 
that belonged to the thip, except a corpfe floating, which he 
knew to be the body of Donald M‘Lean, aa apprentice to the 
Minerva, Betlides the matter and crew, feveral gentlemen, 
who were paflengers, are untortunately lo‘.
